I'll  is  year  1 present  to  you  the  ninety-third  Annual  Report  ol  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  of  J arrow  on  the  health  ol  the 
Bi  ugh  and  the  work  carried  out  for  the  year  1968.  I he  health  statistics 
are  given  in  full  detail  in  the  following  pages,  hut  I should  like  to  draw 
vour  attention  to  some  outstanding  features. 

The  population  rose  !rom  29,129  to  29,360.  The  natural  increase, 
that  is  to  sav  births  over  deaths,  rose  from  215  in  1967  to  357  in  1968  an 
increase  ol  173. 

The  birth  late  showed  a decrease  Irani  18.6  to  18.0  although  the 
■ landardised  rate,  that  is  to  say  corrected  for  age  and  sex  structure  ot 
the  population,  was  18.5  which  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  which  is  16.9. 

The  death  rate  increased  from  11.1  to  12.1  Deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lungs  were  up  to  36,  and  1 should  again  like  to  stress  the  dangers  ol 
cigarette  smoking  as  one  of  the  main  causes  of  this  condition,  and  should 
like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  reminding  my  readers  of  the  lact  that 
cigarette  smoking  has  now  been  found  to  have  a very  strong  causative 
effect  in  the  promotion  of  coronary  disease,  of  which  condition  there 
were  54  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  1 am  sorry  to  say  was  higher  in  J arrow 
this  year.  It  was  22.6  compared  to  11.2  in  1967,  but  still  compares 
favourabh  with  the*  National  infant  mortality  rate  of  18.0  lor  England 
and  Wales. 

The  still  birth  rate  fell  again  from  25.5  in  1967  to  18.5  in  1968. 

1'he  work  at  Danesfield  Maternity  Home  proceeds  in  its  usual 
excellent  was  with  903  acceptances  and  723  deliveries,  ot  these,  however, 
only  195  were  from  (arrow.  The  criterion  necessary  to  gain  a place  in 
Danesfield  are  social  and  family  reasons  and  poor  home  conditions.  This 
is  why  the  numbers  from  farrow  are  less  each  year,  as  home  conditions 
in  Jarrow  are  improving  from  every  angle.

(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Borough  of  (arrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  formed  by  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields  County 
Borough  and  Hebburn  f’rban  District  respectively,  while  the  boundary 
between  Jarrow  and  Boldon  L rban  District  is  now  to  the  southern  side  of 
l Me  Ilidworth  Kstate. 

Jarrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  of  the  Tyneside 
conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Durham  County;  the 
only  direct  links  with  Northumberland  are  by  means  of  the  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  tunnels  between  jarrow  and  II. melon. 

The  Newcastle/ South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  industrial  and 
commercial  rlistrict  forming  the  northern-most  third  of  the  Borough  from 
the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south.  The  northern  area  is  in  process 
of  extensive  re-development  under  the  provisions  of  the  Comprehensive 
Area  Re-development  Plan  which  also  provides  for  the  construction  of 
new  roads  to  link  up  with  the  Tvne  funnel  which  was  opened  bv  H.M. 
the  Queen  in  October,  1967. 

1 he  work  of  slum  clearance  continues  and  a new  {arrow  is  now 
taking  shape  with  the  construction  ol  line  modern  buildings.  More  new 
housing  has  been  constructed  in  the  Hedworth  Kstate  adjoining'  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  Borough.

i in-  Standing  Conlerence  of  Co-operating  Bodies  held  two  meetings 
during  the  year,  one  in  May  and  the  other  in  November.  The  papers 
presented  at  the  May  meeting  comprised  reports  on  “Trends  in  ground 
level  concentrations  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide’’  and  on  “Grit  and 
Dust  in  Hove,  Portslade  and  Southwic'k’’,  which  dealt  with  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  air  in  a seaside  resort.  In  the  November  meeting  papers  were 
read  on  the  questions  oi  air  pollution  and  sunshine  and  the  new  instru- 
ments to  measure  them.  One  point  of  interest  was  that  the  frequency  of 
fog  in  Central  London  is  now  less  than  that  at  Hew  and  London  Airport. 
There  was  also  a paper  read  on  the  Pilot  study  of  the  air  pollution  in 
South  Last  London  and  the  South  Last  of  Kngland  generally.  This  is 
part  of  a planned  survey  which  will  eventually  become  national.  Reports 
•n  other  parts  of  the  Country  will  be  coming  in  in  the  future  when  the 
whole  lot  will  be  correlated  into  one  large  report. 

Full  reports  of  all  these  papers  are  kept  in  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health’s  Office  and  can  be  seen  by  anyone  who  is  interested.

i he  number  oi  cases  ol  inlectious  diseases  notified  during  1968  was 
391  coni]  ured  with  2.11  during  the  previous  year.  The  increase  was 
largely  accounted  lor  by  the  rise  in  measles,  whooping  cough  notifica- 
tions sh  wed  only  4.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
pneumonia,  but  respiratory  tuberculosis  showed  a slight  fall.  There  were 
14  cases  of  jaundice  notified. 


M easles 

The  usual  bi-enniai  pattern  was  maintained  and  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified,  there  being  329  cases  compared 
with  183  during  the  previous  year.  The  cases  notified  occurred  in  the 
summer  the  rest  of  the  vear  being  I'airlv  clear. 

Measles  vaccination  was  started  in  our  schools  and  4,064  children 
were  eligible.  On  investigation  we  found  that  2,271  of  these  children 
already  had  measles,  out  of  1,793  eligible  we  had  405  consents.  Of  this 
r. umbei  we  found  that  351  were  due  lor  vaccination  but  when  the  day 
cam  • for  the  actual  vaccination  17  oi  these  had  already  contracted 
measles,  38  were  absent  and  296  vaccinations  were  actually  given.  There 
were  no  reactions  or  side  effects  reported. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  4 cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  39  during  the  previous  vear.  These  cases  occurred  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August.  1 must  again  emphasize  the  importance  of 
immunisation  against  the  early  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Dysentery 

As  1 reported  last  vear  sonnei  dysentery  was  endemic  throughout 
I vneside  we  fortunately  had  onlv  3 cases  reported  during  the  year. 
These  occurred  in  August,  October  and  December. 

Pneumonia 

There  were  14  cases  of  pneumonia  reported  during  the  year.

However,  once 
again  it  must  be  stnssed  that  loo  much  cure  cannot  lie  taken  in  the 
bundling-  ol  precooked  I nods  and  onl\  bv  constant  vig  ilance  can  we  be 
ure  of  perfect  cleanliness. 

Jaundice 

During  1968  this  disease  became  notifiable  and  1 have  to  report  that 
24  cast  s were  consequently  brought  to  light.  This  is  an  infectious  con- 
dition which  is  c niimin  among  school  children  and  I >r  this  reason  it  has 
been  decreed  that  an\  cases  discovered  should  be  notified  so  as  to  keep 
control  and  prevent  its  spread  among  the  other  students.  I he  incidence 
ver  the  months  remains  at  a fairly  even  rale.

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  Even  though 
there  may  have  been  no  known  infection  in  the  community,  there  should 
be  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  immunisation,  and  it  is  regrettable  that 
although  a proportion  of  children  are  thus  protected  this  proportion  is 
not  nearly  high  enough,  as  there  were  only  1,075  of  the  2,422  children 
who  were  born  and  survived  in  the  hist  five  years  who  have 
received  polio  immunisation.  This  is  onlv  approximately  one  half  of  our 
infant  population,  and  if  this  crippling  disease  should  strike  our 
fown  1 fear  greatly  that  we  might  have  a widespread  epidemic. 
\ 1 toget 1 r 382  children  were  fully  protected,  this  year.  Once  again 
I wood  like  to  say  that  parents  who  no  longer  see  the 
horror.,  of  the  crippled  child  probably  do  not  know  what  this  disease 
can  do.  It  is  a case  of  out  of  sight  out  of  mind,  and  precaution  is  much 
better  in  this  ease  than  cure,  because  there  is  no  cure  once  paralysis  has 
set  in.  So  let  me  please  beg  and  beseech  that  the  gospel  of  immunisation 
should  he  spread  once  more  among  the  people  of  [arrow  so  that  we  can 
hold  up  our  heads  and  face  the  world  in  the  knowledge  that  we  are 
100%  immune  and  be  able  to  tell  anybody  who  asks  us  that  we  never 
have  any  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  Borough.

Tuberculosis 

I here  wa-  once  again  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
respirator)  tuberculosis  notified  (luring  the  year  with  10  cases  compared 
with  17  during  the  pre\ ions  year  4 of  these  were  picked  up  by  the  mass 
x-ray  unit.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the 
regist-r  showed  a decrease  from  144  at  the  end  of  1967  to  142  at  the 
end  of  1668.  During  the  year  10  recovered  cases  were  removed  from  the 
register. 

At  this  point  I would  like  to  emphasize  the  great  assistance  that  I 
have  had  from  the  mass  x-ray  unit  which  operates  in  Walter  Street  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  of  each  week,  the  figures  for  which  are  shown  on 
page  30. 

The  fact  that  4 cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year  is  most  satisfactory  and  1 am  sure  we  must  continue  our 
efforts  to  keep  the  community  free  of  any  further  chance  of  this  type  of 
tuberculosis  recurring.

Mv  second  Annual  Report  which  follows  comprises  Sections  I),  E 
and  1*'  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  whom  I 
would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  his  co-operation  and  help 
during-  the  year. 

The  staff  situation  was  static  and  satisfactory  during-  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  Mr.  j.  S.  Graham  took  up  his  appointment  as  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  on  1st  July,  and  from  then  the  inspectorial  staff  was  at 
full  strength  except  for  one  vacancy  for  a pupil  public  health  inspector. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  fill  this  vacancy  but  we  were  unable  to  secure 
a suitable  applicant. 

The  effect  of  a full  staff  is  reflected  in  the  increase  in  the  work  done, 
especially  in  slum  clearance,  and  this  is  apparent  in  the  pages  following. 
We  began  to  approach  the  final  phases  of  the  Council’s  slum  clearance 
programme  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  wav  lies  open  for  resuming 
the  Council’s  programme  on  Smoke  control. 

In  conclusion,  1 would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
very  w illing  assistance  during  the  year.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

\n  adcoua  t c and  wholesome  supply  oi  water  is  provided  to  the 
Borough  1>\  die  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Companv.  No 
aetion  was  necessary  in  respect  ol  any  contamination. 

All  dw a iling  houses  and  the  whole  population  are  supplied  from 
public  waiter  mains,  but  a small  and  unascertained  number  of  dwellings 
do  not  have  a supply  piped  into  the  house.  These  arc  served  In  a sole  use 
standpipe  in  the  house  yard  or,  where  the  yard  is  shared,  by  a yard 
■ tandpipe  similarly  shared  In  the  two  dwellings.  These  cases  come  to 
light  as  slum  clearance  inspections  proceed  and  are  reducing  in  number 
all  the  time. 

The  W ater  Company  Knginecr  informs  us  that  the  fluoride  content 
ot  the  water  supplied  was  0.5  parts  per  million.

Swimming  baths 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough,  two  open  air 
children’s  paddling  pools,  but  no  school  swimming  baths.  Five  samples 
were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  and  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

The  water  for  the  paddling  pools  is  supplied  from  the  mains  and  is 
changed  at  least  weekly.  Two  samples  were  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination  in  August  and  gave  counts  of  b.  coli  of  90  and  180+  per 
100  ml.  These  pools  were  resurfaced  during  the  year  but  the  material 
used  did  not  prove  whollv  satisfactory  and  a further  resurfacing  is  to  be 
done  in  1969. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  arrangements  in  the  Borough  tire  reasonably  adequate  but  we 
look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  Tyneside  Joint  Sewerage  Board  is  able 
to  begin  work.  Outfalls  into  the  River  Don  will  then  be  finished  with  the 
consequent  improvement  in  condition  of  the  water  and  the  chance  then 
that  the  rodent  problem  may  be  eased. 

Common  lodging  Houses 

There  is  none  registered  in  the  Borough. 

Fluoridation  of  Public  Water  Supplies 

In  accordance  with  paragraph  7(c)  of  Circular  1 69  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Social  Security,  it  is  reported  that  the  Councils  of 
Durham  County  Council  and  of  South  Shields  and  Sunderland  County 
Boroughs  have  agreed  1o  the  Company  going  ahead  and  the  Company 
will  be  in  a position  to  do  so  during  1969.
